Seeking  info  on  old 
POW  tram  system 

Editor; 

For  the  past  15  years  my 
brother  and  I have  been  sur- 
veying aerial  tramways  of  San 
Juan  County.  We  have  very  few 
still  to  survey  this  summer.  We 
are  creating  a book  to  make 
our  research  available  to  a 
wider  audience.  It  will  include 
our  surveys  and  also  a short 
history  of  each  mine  having  a 
tram  and  detailed  information 
about  the  types  of  trams  in  the 
county. 

We  have  run  into  a problem 
with  the  Pride  of  the  West,  in 
that  it  apparently  had  four  trams 
running  over  the  side  of  Green 
Mountain  and  we  have  not  been 
able  to  find  when  they  were 
installed,  what  company  made 
them,  the  type  of  tram  (number 
of  buckets,  operation,  etc.),  or 
how  long  they  were  in  use. 

We  do  know  that  the  first  tram 
was  installed  in  spring  1898  but 
we  don’t  know  whether  this  was 
just  one  of  the  trams  or  several 
and  we  know  nothing  further 
about  it.

A labyrinth  of  tunnels 

A vast  system  oi  tunnels  comprise  the  workings  of  the 
Gold  King,  Sunnyside,  Mogul,  Red  & Bonita  and 
Gold  Prince  mines.  The  American  Tunnel,  some 
to, ooo  feet  long,  runs  from  Gladstone  at  the  lower 
left,  to  the  Sunnyside  complex  centered  around  where 
Lake  Emma  once  sat.  The  lake  no  longer  exists.  Its 
floor  collapsed  into  the  Sunnyside  Mine  in  a 1978  dis- 
aster. Fortunately  no  one  was  killed  or  injured.  The  3 
crosses  along  the  American  Tunnel  indicate  bulkheads 
(plugs)  designed,  to  contain  water  tainted  with  heavy 
metals.  Bulkheads  are  also  shown  at  the  Mogul  Mine, 
Terry  Tunnel  and.  Gold  Prince  Mine.  But  with  the 
tunnels  plugged,  water  levels  in  the  area  around  Bonita 
Peak  have: risen,  and  caused  acid  mine  diaitiage  to  leak 
from  other  portals*; 


Sunnyside  drafting  plans  for  water-quality  projects

Sunnyside  Gold  Corp.  has 
begun  drafting  “investigative  work 
plans”  to  address  water-quality 
concerns  related  to  the  American 
Tunnel  mine  portal  at  Gladstone 
and  the  Mayflower  Mill  and  tail- 
ings area  north  of  Silverton. 

In  a Feb.  16  letter  to  the  EPA, 
BLM  and  Colorado  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Environment, 
Sunnyside’s  president,  Lauren 
Roberts,  said  “we  have  already 
commenced  the  effort  of  prepar- 
ing the  work  plans.” 

Last  month  the  EPA,  BLM  and 
CDPHE  asked  Sunnyside  to  draft 
a study  of  the  American  Tunnel 
and  the  Mayflower  complex. 
Thestudy  would  determine  “the 
potential  contribution  to  impaired 
water  quality”  in  the  Animas. 

I n November  201 0,  the  EPA 
announced  it  was  conducting 
studies  of  acid-mine  drainage  in 
upper  Cement  Creek  to  see  if  the 
problem  was  serious  enough  to 
warrant  National  Priority  Site  list- 
ing under  CERCLA,  the  Compre- 


hensive Environ  mental  Response, 
Compensation  and  Liability  Act, 
commonly  known  as  Superfund. 

The  agency  subsequently 
reported  that  the  contamination 
emanating  from  mine  adits  at 
Gladstone  on  Cement  Creek  was 
indeed  bad  enough  to  warrant 
CERCLA  listing. 

But  in  April  2012,  the  EPA  said 
it  was  dropping  its  pursuit  of  such 
listing,  due  to  opposition  from  the 
community. 

Sunnyside  Gold  subsequently 
pledged  up  to  $10  million  toward 
a collaborative  effort  to  address 
the  mine  runoff  entering  Cement 
Creek  and  the  Animas  River. 

And  in  April  last  year  Sunnyside 
proposed  a 3-year  collaborative 
push  to  implement  a cleanup 
of  Cement  Creek  in  the  Animas 
River. 

The  “Game  Plan”  outlined  by 
Sunnyside  Gold  in  2014  indicat- 
ed a 300  gallon-per-minute  lime 
treatment  plant  could  be  built  at 
or  near  Gladstone  for  $4  million, 
leaving  $6  million  to  fund  opera- 
tions for  some  20  years. 


in  its  Feb.  16  response  to  the 
state  and  federal  agencies,  Roberts 
said  Sunnyside  would  contrib- 
ute “up  to  $750,000  in  cash  and 
management  time  to  draft  and 
commence  implementation  of  the 
first  phase  of  the  work  plans.” 

This  would  be  part  of  the 
$10  million  that  Sunnyside  has 
already  offered  to  improve  water 
quality  in  the  Animas,  Roberts 
indicated. 

“Two  things  are  guiding  our 
development  of  the  draft  work 
plans,”  Robertssaid.  “First,  the 
work  plans  will  focus  on  the 
problem.  The  problem  is  metals 
loading  in  the  Animas.  Second, 
the  work  plans  will  focus  on  what 
is  required  to  understand  the 
problem.  Knowledge  for  the  sake 
of  knowledge  and  endless  studies 
are  not  constructive.” 

And  Robert  said  that  Sunnyside 
will  support  implementation  of 
the  work  plans  under  the  pro- 
vision that  “Sunnyside and  its 
affiliates  will  be  protected  from 
liabilities  rising  out  of  the  imple- 
mentation of  the  work  plans  in 


a manner  satisfactory  to  Sunny- 
side.” 

Robertssaid  Sunnyside  “is  ulti- 
mately protected  from  liabilities 
pursuant  to  the  1996  consent 
decree”  governing  clean-up  efforts 
in  the  basin. 

Roberts  expressed  concern  that 
“agency  personnel  can  change 
over  time  and  it  is  important  that 
Sunnyside  be  protected  from  the 
possibility  of  future  allegations  of 
liabilities  and  the  protection  for 
vexatious  and  expensive  litiga- 
tion.” 

Robertssaid  Sunnyside  will  agree 
to  undertake  implementation  of 
the  work  plans,  as  resources  are 
available,  “with  priority  given  to 
the  Mayflower  Work  Plan.” 

And  in  the  meantime  plans  are 
moving  forward  to  bulkhead  the 
Red  & Bonita  Mine  thissummer 
in  a $1.5  million  project  funded 
by  the  EPA. 

The  concrete  bulkhead  plugging 
the  Red  & Bonita  mine  entrance 
will  include  a valve  to  allow  sam- 
pling of  water  and  restore  the  flow 
from  the  mine  if  necessary. 


The  Red  & Bonita  is  among 
four  abandoned  mine  adits 
above  Gladstone  that  are  pouring 
hundreds  of  gallons  of  acid-mine 
drainage  per  minute  into  Cement 
Creek.  The  situation  has  wors- 
ened in  the  last  few  years. 

The  drainage  from  just  those 
four  mine  adits  now  represents 
about  half  the  metals  loading  in 
the  An  imas  River  below  Cement 
Creek. 

And  that's  having  an  impact 
downstream  in  the  Animas, 
where  four  out  of  five  trout 
species  have  disappeared  since 
2005  in  the  Cascade  Creek  area. 
Environmental  officials  point  to 
dissolved  zinc  in  the  water  as  the 
primary  culprit. 

As  for  the  Mayflower  tailings 
and  mill  site,  studies  indicate  that 
in  mid-March,  when  metal  con- 
centrations are  highest,  about  85 
to  95  percent  of  the  metals  seen  in 
the  Animas  at  the  gauging  station 
just  above  Cement  Creek  come 
into  the  river  below  Howardsville. 

And  a lot  of  that  loading  is  com- 
ing from  below  Arrastra  Gulch.

to  community  issues,  and  refrain 
from  personal  attacks,  libel  and 
profanity. 

Opinion  pieces  longer  than  300 
words  are  published  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  editor. 

Usually  this  is  no  problem  at 
all.  Most  of  the  time  I don’t  get 
enough  letters,  so  if  someone 
writes  500  words  I don’t  worry 
about  it. 

But  in  the  heat  of  the  recall  elec- 
tion it  did  get  out  of  control. 

Newspapers  commonly  limit 
writers  to  one  letter  a month. 

But  again,  that’ssomething  that 
has  rarely  been  a problem  at 
the  Standard , except  in  a heated 
dispute  such  as  that  which  we  just 
endured. 

By  the  way,  I run  virtually 
every  letter  to  the  editor  I receive 
(except  for  the  Astro-turf  political 
letters  newspapers  commonly  get 
from  all  over  the  country). 

The  last  real  letter  I remember 
rejecting  was  one  from  a reader  in 
Tennessee  warning  me  about  2012 


and  Mayan  prophecy.  He  canceled 
hissubscription,  but  I think  he 
survived  2012. 

At  any  rate,  I am  planning  to 
tighten  the  reins  on  letters  just 
a bit.  If  someone  hasa  really 
thoughtful  commentary  up  to  750 
words  or  so,  I’ll  almost  certainly 
find  room.  But  there  will  be  no 
more  lengthy,  repetitive  rants. 

And  I am  likely  to  adhere  to  a 
more  rigid  definition  of  the  term 
“personal  attack”  to  try  to  encour- 
age more  civil  discourse. 

The  letters  that  I (and  Standard 
readers)  like  most  are  the  ones 
from  people  remembering  their 
adventures  in  Silverton  years  ago. 
And  if  they  come  with  old  photos, 
that’s  even  better. 

WHAT  WE  REALLY  NEED  is 

a big  dose  of  a real  winter. 

The  mild  temperatures  and  sun- 
ny skies  may  be  pleasant,  but  we 
all  know  that  Silverton  without 
a hard  winter  isjust  not  really 
Silverton. 

Our  dwindling  snowpack  is 


already  raising  concerns  about  fire 
danger  in  the  spring.

County  Historical  Society  Ar- 
chives Building,  Bev  Rich  is  pretty 
much  moved  into  her  new  office, 
now  that  she’s  retired  as  county 
treasurer. 

And  Casey  Rich  reports  that 
$9,000  has  been  raised  so  far  for 
an  upcoming  stabilization  project 
for  the  Old  Hundred  Boarding 
House.  The  historical  society  is 
seeking  matching  funds  for  a 
project  to  anchor  the  “Castle  in 
the  Sky”  more  firmly  to  Galena 
Mountain  and  to  secure  the  build- 
ing from  ravenous  marmots.

The  EPA  plans  to  bulkhead  the 
Red  & Bonita  Mine  portal,  which 
will  hopefully  stop  a significant 
amount  of  contaminated  water 
from  entering  Cement  Creek. 

Meanwhile,  the  Animas  River 
Stakeholders  Group,  EPA,  BLM, 
Colorado  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  the  Environment, 
and  Sunnyside  Gold  Corp.  all 
seem  committed  to  an  aggressive 
timeline  to  decide  on  a fix  for  the 
problems  and  implement  it.  That 
is  likely  to  include  a treatment 
plant  near  Gladstone  and  a repos- 
itory at  the  Mayflower  tailings  site 
north  of  Silverton. 

The  question  is,  as  always,  who 
pays? 

Sunnyside  Gold  Corp.,  in  its 
Feb.  16  letter  to  the  regulatory 
agencies,  indicated  it's  still  willing 
to  contribute  $10  million  — on 
the  condition  of  being  released 
from  liability. 

But  the  firm  also  indicated  its 
top  priority  for  the  work  plans 
being  implemented  would  be  the 
tailings  ponds,  which  it  already 


has  responsibility  for  anyway.  Sug- 
gesting that  a big  chunk  of  its  $10 
million  commitment  would  be 
sunk  into  its  own  tailings  ponds 
just  leaves  less  for  Cement  Creek. 

Meanwhile,  the  scope  of  the 
ultimate  cleanup  effort  remains 
unclear  and  seems  open-ended. 

We’ve  seen  a similar  mission 
creep  in  Creede,  where  the  EPA 
launched  a targeted  Superfund  site 
at  the  Nelson  Tunnel.  But  now 
the  agency  has  found  two  more 
sites  in  the  area  it  would  like  to 
designate. 

Thus,  while  the  EPA  just  a cou- 
ple of  years  ago  used  to  point  to 
the  Superfund  process  in  Creede 
as  a great  success,  that’s  no  longer 
the  case. 

I hope  a preferred  solution  for 
the  upper  Animas  can  be  agreed 
upon  and  implemented  in  the 
next  couple  of  years.  But  even 
if  that  happens,  it’sgoing  to  be 
nowhere  near  the  end  of  the  road. 
There  will  still  be  a lot  more  work 
to  be  done  to  stem  the  metals 
loading  going  on  above  Silverton.

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TOWN  Jrom  Page  1 
participating  and  voting  in  council 
meetings  via  telephone. 

Zanoni  pointed  to  the  “fre- 
quently asked  questions”  section 
of  Roberts  Rules  of  Order,  wh  ich  is 
the  procedure  the  Town  Council 
has  adopted  in  its  bylaws. 

The  FAQ  section  at  robertsruies. 
com  states  “you  may  hold  board 
meetings  by  conference  telephone 
call  only  if  your  bylaws  specifically 
authorize  you  to  do  so.” 

And  Zanoni  pointed  out  that 
is  not  the  case  with  theSilverton 
Town  Council  bylaws. 

Zanoni  questioned  the  validity 
of  two  roll  call  votes  taken  at  the 
Town  Council’sJan.  26  meeting. 

The  votes,  to  appoint  a new 
Town  Council  member,  both  end- 
ed in  3-3  ties. 

Malcolm  MacDougall  partici- 
pated in  those  votes  via  telephone, 
since  he  was  home  with  the  flu. 

“Was  the  vote  valid  or  not?” 
Zanoni  asked. 

MacDougall  said  that  he  “was 
told  by  the  town  attorney  and 
administrator  that  he  did  not  have 
to  stumble  in  ” to  be  present  at  the 
meeting. 

MacDougall  said  that  the  ob- 
jection to  his  taking  part  by  phone 
“shows  a lack  of  compassion  to  an 
elected  official.” 

Town  Trustee  Larry  Gallegos 
took  exception  to  that. 

“I  had  two  kidney  stones  and 
I was  here,”  Gallegossaid.  “I  don’t 
think  it’s  lacking  compassion.” 
Trustee Safranski  said  it’sa  moot 
point  now  and  she  pointed  out  no 
objection  was  raised  that  night. 

“if  that  were  the  only  Roberts 
Rule  we  ever  violated  it  might 
be  worth  discussing,  but  it  isn’t,” 
Safranski  said.  “There  have  been 
many  cases  of  us  not  following 
Roberts  Rules.  I would  prefer  to 
have  a council  member  by  phone 
if  they  can  do  it.  I would  rather 
have  more  hands  than  fewer.” 
Safranski  said  the  Town  Council 
has  conducted  such  votes  many 
times  in  the  past  but  she’d  like 
to  get  an  opinion  from  the  town 
attorney. 

“if  I would  have  known  we 
were  in  violation  on  Jan.  26  I 
would  have  called  B.S.  on  it,” 
Zanoni  said.  “Either  we’re  going  to 
follow  the  rules  or  we’re  not.” 
Zanoni  said  that  an  applicant

the  “Goose”  has  a heart  and  a 
soul,  and  if  called  upon  to  run 
itself,  is  capable  of  doing  so. 

Several  days  ago,  the  “Goose,” 
a sedan  automobile  body  and 
motor  mounted  ahead  of  a pint- 
size  box  car  on  one  rigid  frame, 
was  wending  its  way  from  Dolors 
to  Ridgway  on  its  daily  passenger 
run.  At  Dallas  Divide  the  driver 
tested  his  brakes,  knowing  that 
the  1 1 miles  to  Ridgway  was 
mostly  4 per  cent  grade  — down 
— and  full  of  curves. 

The  brakes  apparently  were  OK, 
and  down  he  started.

Like  any  good  pilot,  he 
ordered  his  three  passengers  and  a 
“deadhead”  railroad  man  to  “bail 
out”  and  he  followed  suit,  all  of 
them  landingshaken  but  other- 
wise uninjured  in  a snowbank. 

The  “Goose”  roared  out  of  sight 
and  around  the  next  curve,  appar- 
ently doomed  to  destruction. 

The  passengers  and  crew 
wearily  plodded  toward  Ridgway, 
looking  into  each  ravine  for  the 
remains  of  the  “Goose.”  When 
they  failed  to  find  it,  they  decided 
it  must  have  buried  itself  in  the 
snow  where  it  left  the  rail. 

However,  on  arriving  in 
Ridgway,  there  was  the  “Goose,”

John  Sites  has  been  appointed 
public  works  director  for  the  town 
of  Si  I verton.  He  replaces  Gilbert 
Archuleta,  who  was  terminated  last 
summer. 

Town  Hall  also  reports  that 
Michelle  Hamilton,  deputy  town 
clerk  in  La  Jara,  Colo.,  will  start 
workasSilverton’s  town  clerk  in 
early  March. 

Garcia,  who  was  brought  in 
as  interim  administrator  after 
former  administrator  Brian 
Carlson  was  terminated  by  the 
Town  Council  in  a 4-3  vote  in 
September,  acknowledged  having 
a discussion  last  week  with  Town 
Council  members  David  Zanoni 
and  Pete  Maisel,  both  of  whom 
also  serve  on  the  volunteer  fire 
department. 

Garcia  said  he  told  them  that 
“you  guys  have  fire  authority  hats 
and  town  board  hats”  and  he  crit- 
icized what  he  called  “continued 
antics”  with  the  fire  department  in 
a “plot  to  bring  Gilbert  Archuleta 
back  (as  town  public  works  direc- 
tor) without  publicly  admitting  it. 

“I  said  there  are  people  in  the 
community  that  hate  the  fire  au- 
thority, not  the  community  itself” 
and  he  said  he  suggested  more 
outreach  from  the  fire  department. 

Garcia  expressed  disappoint- 
ment that  the  conversation  was 
apparently  spread  and  was  brought 
up  in  a letter  to  the  editor  of  the 
Standard.

TRAIN  SANDWICHED 
BETWEEN  2 SLIDES. 

We  have  had  no  Durango 
train  the  last  two  days.  From  last 
accounts  it  was  in  the  canyon 
sandwiched  between  two  slides. 
This  is  the  toughest  railroad 
sandwich  on  record.  The  mail 
has  been  coming  in  regularly  and 
passengers  going  out  have  to  walk 
three  miles  to  meet  the  cars. 

The  new  Shay  locomotive 
ordered  by  the  Silverton  railroad 
last  fall  will  be  here  by  the  middle 
of  April.  At  least  that  is  what  the 
builders  promise.  These  locomo- 
tives are  built  especially  for  steep 
grades,  and  the  builders  say  she 
will  easily  pull  seven  loaded  cars 
up  to  the  summit. 

Robrig  & Kramer  turned 
their  sheep  out  last  week,  upon 
Boulder  mountain,  which  was 
entirely  bare  of  snow.  On  Tuesday 
morning,  when  it  commenced 
snowing,  Will  Fancherand  Frank 
Deputy  went  up  to  bring  them 
to  town.  They  found  the  sheep 
considerably  scattered  and  in 
rounding  them  up  ran  upon  a 
mountain  lion.  This  was  another 
sample  of  what  strange  things 
we  see  when  we  have  no  gun. 

The  lion  was  within  100  feet  of 
them  but  went  off  quietly  up 
the  mountain  as soo n as  he  saw 
them.  The  sheep  were  brought  to 
town  and  are  now  in  Louis  Wy- 
man’s corral  being  fattened  up  on 
alfalfa  previous  to  being  inter- 
viewed in  the  slaughter  house.

Theatre  in  Silverton,  narrowly 
escaped  death  last  Sunday  night 
when  hisstailed  car  was  swept 
over  the  embankment  at  a point 
where  the  Blue  Point  slide  crosses 
the  road  between  the  Kohler  and 
Treasury  Tunnels. 

Mr.  Diller  left  Silverton  in  a 
blizzard  hoping  to  reach  Ouray 
before  the  road  became  impass- 
able. He  encountered  no  trouble 
until  starting  down  Red  Moun- 
tain toward  the  Treasury  Tunnel. 
Deepening  snow  drifts  slowed  his 
progress  and  eventually  he  was 
stuck.  Leaving  the  car,  he  walked 
back  to  the  Kohler  Tunnel  where 
he  found  shelter  from  the  cold. 

Monday  morning  he  returned 


al  publicity  this  week  when  a 
snow  slide  south  of  town  struck 
a northbound  Continental  Trail- 
ways  bus,  carrying  the  vehicle 
a hundred  feet  down  the  steep 
rock  mountainside. 

The  accident,  which  oc- 
curred last  Friday  at  the  Cham- 
pion slide,  has  been  termed  by 
local  people  as  a “freak.”  It  is 
the  first  time  a slide  has  struck 
a moving  vehicle  on  this  great 
mountain  highway  between 
Ouray  and  Durango. 

Vehicles  have  been  carried 


to  the  car  and  found  it  missing. 
Snowplows  clearing  the  road 
were  unable  to  uncover  it  since 
the  Blue  Point  slide  had  carried  it 
off  during  the  night.  The  car  was 
not  found  until  Tuesday  when 
members  of  the  road  crew  spotted 
it,  hundreds  of  feet  below. 

Had  Mr.  Diller  remained  with 
the  vehicle  until  morning  his  fate 
would  have  been  sealed  in  one 
of  the  worst  storms  of  the  winter, 
which  was  doubly  disastrous 
because  of  high  winds.
